CHICAGO, July 6 —President Debs of 


the American Railway union, has issued 
an address to the public, the purport of 
which, he said, was to acquaint the peo 
pie with the facts relating to the present 
trouble. He declared that the Pullman 
employes who struck on May 6 did so 
entirely of their own accord Their 
action was spontaneous and unanimous, 
»revolt against a series of deep-seated 
wrongs of long standing 
Labor leaders

Among the uumorous works to whicli 


tho revival of the Napoleonic legend bus 
given birth is ouo called "Napoleon mid 
tho Ladies. " Tho writer exerts himself 
to the utiuosb to trnusform the rough 
soldier, and despot into a hero of ro- 
mance, but witiiont SUCCCSH.
